His glance was a flow of light, his words a poetry of 
intimacy and linkage, and his presence, the very exper- 
ience of love. 

How shall I tell you about him? That in our most 
beautiful conscious and unconscious moments he 
radiates love and kindles affection. What inspiring 
moments he spent in his physical life. The expansion 
of his thought was universal, his simplicity was pro- 
found, and his joy reflected as the pure, deep laughter 
of a child, who knows no ugliness. Yet he bore the 
sorrow of the world; he who was closer to the most 
intimate depths of my thoughts, than me with my 
ownself; he who was with you without you knowing it, 
energising and overflowing your inner being with hope. 
He was not bound by time or space. His nights, abound- 
ant with light and his days full of ecstasy were spent 
in interconnection with particles in a galactic expansion. 

My friend, see him as he stands to meditate in the 
silence of dawn. The objects in the room have faded 
and sunken in the light; nothing is visible around him. 
See that the breeze has caressed the cheeks, sleep is 
in the eyes of others who anxious of their daily desires, 
with large artificial faces have gone to sleep in the 
labyrinth of closed doors. Colourlessness and unity is 
felt and he prays. A pray which is the outcry of love 
of every single particle of his unified being. 

He said to me : “Look in me, how I adore the light 
at dawn — Look in me, how surrendered to the breeze, 
with my arms open I adore the Light “).

Look in me — I 
understand the light, the meaning of eternity, infinity, 
and salvation. The breeze surrenders you, surrender 
like the breeze”’. 

In a beautiful active moment of nature, he was born 
in Kermanshah — IRAN in 1904, and spent seventy six 
years of his physical life meaningful, filled with energy; 
a life whose every moment was an uproar of love, 
connection and enlightenment. What shall I tell you my 
friend? That his life was service and love to not only 
humanity but to all particles in the universe? That he 
was absorbing, energetic, and young? That he acquain- 
ted you with the depth of your sentiments, and com- 
munication was easy for him? That his presence was 
your tranquility and the echo of his voice, with a tender 
affectionate retribution released you from sorrows? 
What shall I tell you about? From what part of this 
extended embodied love. 

If you wish to know about his way of life, I tell you 
that he was a descendent of kings (Gadjar) who was free 
from all bondages of wealth and position. He had an 
active and energetic social life and an expansive uni- 
versal mind. According to the universal design with the 
power of knowledge and love and an exceptional crea- 
tive mechanism, he was the leader of the luminar rays 
of the light of lights. An example of which was the 
foundation of New Universal Union in 1947 in the 
eg of special exaltation of the destiny of the 
earth. 

I tell you who are seeking and want to know my friend, 
that the leader of the New Universal Union — Rahna- 
moon — knew the essence of leadership in love, service, 
and communication; In creation of joy and onehearted- 
ness. He could see and feel the oneness of the universe, 
and the inevitable beautiful interconnection of the 
particles, and wanted to share his understanding and 
awareness with you and me. Thus he became the author 
and founder of the New Philosophy. In addition to

various articles, he has written the books, ‘The Mechanism 
of Creation’, “The Dynamism of Creation’ and the 
‘Flowers of Guidance’. In these books, he has reviewed 
and analysed the world’s problems and dilemmas in 
different fields with a novel insight and has then put 
forward the solutions. He has expressed his thoughts 
in an easily understood, fluent style and he wished that 
all could accordingly benefit from the New Philosophy. 
He based his reviews and ideas on scientific fundaments 
which are appealing to reason and intellect. Also, there 
remain many volumes of his books in the fields of 
spirituality, philosophy, science, and poetry which will 
gradually be published. . The significance and value of 
his universal mind was known to some extent by the 
thoughtful and scholars of other nations who honoured 
his service in the expansion of love and knowledge by 
offering him different honorary degrees. 

A very small example of his caring leadership and 
innocent kindness and affection could be seen when 
children eagerly surrounded him and he talked about 
the universe, when young people, with hearts full of 
love and hope, ran to him and he went to them open 
hearted and open armed, telling them of love and 
sentiments, philosophy and science, and solved their 
problems in an ingenious way; when people of all 
ages, all levels, all races, and all nations confided in him 
seeking his advice about their most intimate and private 
feelings up to the most extensive philosophical, scien- 
tific, and moral issues, and found the meaning of trust 
and confidence in him. 


And, under all circumstances, he was pleasing and he 
was patient. And his whole being meant benevolence, 
and his whole being meant service to the universe. 

“The leader, kind and simple, is standing in the path. 
His word calls me, and his open arms receive me and 
hold me. The leader, with his kind and simple glance, 
is standing in the path, silent. I see him, I see his 
radiant forehead, graceful, kind eyes which reflect all 
colours. Seeing him fills my heart with a loving joy. 
I come out of the house and follow him. He waits for 
me to reach him and then I feel my hands in his affect- 
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ionate, tender hands, and I become one, and I become 
interlaced in his energy, in the pure of atmosphere of 
the open space. I tell him of pains, of visages pleading 
for help. How faces matter and how happiness and 
sorrows are meaningful and I am not lonely. I am the 
totality of the moments of need of a human being. And 
this is how he explained the interconnection for me.”’ 

The active energetic existence of Rahnamoon exhibi- 
ted a sociable and thoughtful character who put to 
practice, in the best way, the ideals of the New Philo- 
sophy in everyday life. The specific emphasis of Rahna- 
moon on the need for understanding the unity of the 
particles of the universe, the knowledge of ourself and 
the knowledge of God, oneness worshipping and the 
unity of all ideologies, and moral and spiritual purifi- 
cation is manifest in his books and works. He repeat- 
edly explained the importance of knowledge and science, 
and advised all to avoid fanaticism and superstition. 

He, thus, planned the Articles of Association and the 
Principles of the New Universal Union, which he of- 
ficially registered in 1972. He practiced the seven basic 
principles of Articles of Association of the New Uni- 
versal Union which are: Self recognition, God knowing, 
Oneness worshipping, new philosophy and _ science, 
propagation and guidance, school of spirituality and 
moral purification, strengthening the basis of family 
units, good living, and universal celebration. 

As one example, he established the school of spiritua- 
lity of the N.U.U. which is based on self recognition 
and moral and spiritual purification. He organised the 
practical spiritual laboratory of N.U.U., so that seekers 
could learn about other aspects of life in creation and 
by harmonising and balancing their physical and spirit- 
ual powers (which are in fact one and the same), a 
novel humanity blooms. He also initiated and led the 
schools of God knowing, economics and speach and 
guidance of N.U.U. 

Thus he said: “The penetration of light creates true 
vibrations in the inner-selves of the pure ones. In the 
direction of the radiation of the Novel Light, welcome 
this love. Use the delicate sentiments to absorb the 
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charged particles and by penetrating within your inner- 
self let the pores of your prespirit fully benefit from 
these radiant rays, so that different from other pheno- 
mena, you become the true seeker’’. 

And when the nature was undergoing a new trans- 
formation, and the particles were starting a novel motion, 
he was, also, transformed. 

“Come with me, with your eyes fixed, and say no 
more. I am with you and I travel with you. The light 
penetrates and warmth gives life. It is such that we exist 
together and eternally travel together, travel along the 
infinite expansion of particles, planets, galaxies and 
constellations, travel along the infinity of the white 
light, travel along the infinity of the radiant love’’. 

Gazing at the shoreless blue, when whiteness stretches 
to infinity, together with the radiant, loving waves I go, 
and I fly and I take my delicate, attractive memories 
and I continue with the love of Rahnamoon to eternity. 


Some truths about religion 


A quick glance at the international relations indicate 
the disharmony which is at present observed in the spirit- 
ual aspects of the world. This seems to have caused 
much contemplation and concern regarding reform and 
amelioration amongst the world intellectuals. 

Some people have stagnated in the polluted atmosp- 
here of superstition, fanaticism, and stubbornness. 
They are not even prepared to take one step away from 
their rigid ideas. These people have bounded them- 
selves, entangled their own intellectual growth, and that 
of others in the turmoil and whirlpool of rigid fanaticsm 
and have put claims of ignorance on the innocent people, 
obscuring the shining light of knowledge. The bene- 
volent, the scholar, the intellectual, and the thoughtful 
of the world object to the way of thinking of such 
ignorant people which threaten the world with a great 
danger and disaster and has no moral rational basis. It 
is desirable to enlighten the negligent and the unaware 
so that they realise that their worlds and their deeds 
which arise from primitive, selfish thinking, lacking 
moral purification result in separation and diversion 
amongst different sects of Islam and other religions and 
ideas. They thus promote conflict and duality, inter- 
rupt enlightening scientific discussions, close the doors 
of knowledge and understanding on themselves and 
others, depriving the minds from receiving the rays of 
science, the very rays which construct civilization and 
moral and spiritual purification in this universe of 
oneness and unity. The illuminating rays of the Light of 
lights shines inevitably and nothing can prevent its 
loving penetration. However those who, in their own 
mind, think that they have deprived mankind from 
enlightenment and knowledge, have created a state of 
terror and anxiety and have inculcated minds of the 
innocents with the deceptive tool of fanaticism and 
superstition under disguise, in fact leave a disgraceful 
name in the history of humanity.

It is in fact the lack of moral purification of those 
artificial leaders and narrow minded groups of people 
who despised knowledge, love, and pure thinking that 
caused disunion and conflict and propagated duality and 
selfishness in the minds of their followers. If these 
people had stopped their prejudices and superstitions, 
had overcome their selfishness, enmity, and grudge, and 
had reviewed their thoughts by establishing knowledge

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and human sentiments. They would have understood 
the beauty of unity and would have given priority to 
the welfare of mankind over their own extravagant 
desires. Then they would have been able to gain and 
propagate knowledge with much enthusiasm. Under 
no pretext — specially religion — would they have ever 
thought of causing disunion and dispersion amongst the 
sisters and brothers of this earthly home. There would 
have never been so much bloodshed and cruelty under 
the banner of religion. It was due to the total ignorance 
of such groups of religious leaders that gradually super- 
stition found its routs amongst people. With unjust 
distorted propaganda and suggestions, the followers of 
religions who are actually brothers and sisters became 
each others enemies. Corruption gained momentum 
as a consequence of physical and mental damages 
inflicted by religious wars. Each religion organised its 
own monopoly. The followers of powerful religions 
pressurised and tortured the weaker members of other 
religions to the extent that these people had to reno- 
unce their own faith against their will in order to save 
their lives. Against such barbaric violent actions, the 
leaders and the benevolent did not offer any compre- 
hensive remedy. Therefore wars and indignations 
amongst religions continued until the present time when 
we are specifically witnessing them. Is this what the 
prophets wished for? No doubt the one who wants to 
understand and achieve the real truth is able to do so. 
This is possible by putting aside the superstitions so 
that his purified thoughts can be utlized for the in 
depth study of various ideologies and religious philo- 
spophies. After such investigations he can judge justly. 
He will thus agree that the unity of religions is an urgent 
necessity for the society and the people of this planet, 
for world peace, love and brotherhood. With more 
investigation he will realise that in spite of all apparent 
impracticalities, the unity amongst all different ideo- 
logies is possible. The obvious reason is that unity 
naturally exists in the universe and any idea announced 
in this world is inspired by the infinite wisdom and 
can not be considered as separate and independent.

Do you not think that it is time to make 
them hear the words of truth? Do you not think that 
now is the time for cooperation to establish the way for 
a universal understanding amongst different religious 
interactions so that brotherhood and unity could spread 
throughout the world? 

It is evident that belief and personal faith in this truth 
will move the introvert who has resorted to his own 
inner darkness, towards the light; so that he will see that 
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selfishness and extravagant personal benefits are worth- 
less in the world of unity. Man needs to become aware 
of and believe in the fact that the grasp of unity and the 
success in gaining inner and universal peace is only 
possible when every person has recognised the depth of 
his inner-self, has carried out moral and spiritual purifi- 
cation and exercised his mind by making his brain cells 
more active. 

In addition it is necessary to teach unity and together- 
ness to the children through education in the family and 
at the educational establishments. 

As it has repeatedly been mentioned it is essential to 
exercise all the apparent and hidden senses from dif- 
ferent angles in order to establish the desired equili- 
brium within every person.

The freedom of mind 
and thought must be promoted. Each person should be 
able to think freely so that he would be able to say and 
write whatever he can grasp; hence the ideas which 
comply with wisdom would be accepted, and those 
which conflict would be discarded. 

Now the New Philosophy puts forward the best 
method and the definite cure for the chronic suffering 
of humanity, which is the unity of all ideas including all 
religious philosophies. The implementation method of 
which has already been mentioned.

And with a strong belief all would 
witness the dispersal of dark clouds of ignorance and 
ever increasing radiation of the luminous sun of unity. 
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Problems regarding the nature of God in philosophy 
and religion. 


a — Philosophy 


The course of development in the understanding of 
the nature of God since the very early ages has been 
based on the existence of an almighty and powerful 
being who is not himself part of this universe but who 
controls the world either from without or from a specific 
location. Anthropomorphism and deifying overwhelming 
forces and natural phenomena have been the simplest 
ways of man’s understanding of God. The histo- 
rical reviews of this subject is outside the scope 
of this article, and the interested reader can refer to 
numerous books written in detail on this topic. This 
article analyses the understanding of God from the 
point of view of the New Philosophy. The hidden 
sense of “recognition to the infinite universe” “ , in 
accordance with the human mental mechanism, has had 
varied manifestations in each era. For instance, the 
primitive man, with respect to his environmental con- 
ditions and his needs, deified such phenomena as thun- 
der, rain, fire, the sun, the moon, and other planets, or 
even domestic and wild animals and other members of 
his own species. He considered the invisible forces as 
the causes of fertility, increased production or pests, 
diseases and catastrophies. Thus, in order to physically 
visualize these forces, he created symbols in the form 
of, for example, idols. We can therefore see that man in 
order to express the meaning of power and strength of 
command and control, visualized what was in line with 
his mental mechanism and capacity at any period in 
time . We notice that throughout the history the mean- 
ing and essence of power in some tribes had taken the 
form of deifying a powerful leader. It is interesting to 
focus our attention on the fact that these manifestations 
amongst different tribes and during different epochs all 
testify to the existence of the sense of recognition to 
the infinite universe and God knowing.

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This thinking process existed for many centuries 
amongst people. Religions clarified the matter to some 
extent but the general thought regarding the separate- 
ness of God from the world and the existence of a 
powerful controller outside the universe persisted. The 
followers of the religions still believe in such ideas. 

In the history of humanity, many scholars and 
philosophers have considered a location and even sub- 
stantiality for God. Basically unless the very essence 
and significance of God is understood, the trends of 
thoughts will remain the same. 

With the gradual progress in philosophy and religion 
some philosophers attributed the term “‘origin’”’ to God. 
Their aim was to eliminate the dependence of God on 
space, time and matter. Plato in his discussion about 
divinity believes in an intelligent soul — self motivated 
— who is the activator of the world of physical matter: 

‘*Self-generating motion, then is the source of all 
motions and the primary force in both stationary and 
moving objects’’. 

He states that this soul has come about prior to the 
creation of the physical world: 

“it is (the soul) one of the first creations, born long 
before all physical things, and is the chief cause of all 
their alterations and transformations’’. 

We can see that in addition to the ambiguity which 
exists in the definition of the natures of God and spirit, 
the relationship between spirit and matter is basically 
found on the time of their creation which in itself can 
open a whole new discussion. 

Aristotle in order to solve the problem of understand- 
ing God brings in another issue, i.e. the question of 
infinity of God, saying that God cannot be infinite 
because: 

“There is no such a thing as infinite magnitude, and 
cannot be finite because it exists forever, therefore it 
ought to have an unlimited power’’. 

Avicenna ®) believes that: ‘God or the Pure Being, 
who is the origin and creator of all beings, is not the

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first ring in a continuous chain. Therefore he has no 
substantial or accidental connection with the beings in 
the universe. God is prior and superior to universe’’. 
In any case the term ‘origin’ means beginning. Hence 
those who believe in it in fact consider a beginning for 
the universe. They claim a start and finish in the action 
of God and divide the age of the universe into stages, 
taking the origin as the creation of God. In this way 
God seems to have originated a universe which has had 
no precedence, and thus anything which has a beginning 
will also have a finish and an end. But the question 
which arises here is whether God had existed prior to 
the given arbitrary beginning or not. If the answer is 
that God is eternal, one may ask if this eternal God had 
been powerful and omnipotent before. If the reply 
indicates that he had been powerful, it must be pointed 
out that the prerequisite of God’s power and strength 
is creation. 

But if it is said that God had a beginning prior to 
which He did not exist, this implies that another creator 
has created him, and another has created the creator of 
God and so on. This means that in any case He isa 
creature and not a creator. 

Past philosophers in order to solve the problem of 
creation assumed an origin for the universe as its starting 
point, with the power of creation emanating from this 
origin, generating the universe and its forces and spread- 
ing them where there has been no existence. They 
believed the origin to be the cause, and the universe, the 
effect. However if the Divine will and power are the 
origin of the universe, they are also the essence of the 
universe and have precedence. And since this prece- 
dence cannot be limited and bounded, the universe, 
infinite and limitless has always been and will always be. 

Another philosophical solution attributed to Mullah- 
Sadra ©) is that the world is undergoing change and 
transformation; anything in the process of transform- 
ation is created, thus the universe is created. But this 
conclusion is not correct because unless there is a pre-

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cursor nothing will transform inton anything else, and if 
the history of changes is traced back it can be seen that 
for any change there has been a precedent; since the span 
of transformation runs into infinity, so the universe is 
without a beginning and an end. Regarding the genesis, 
a large number of sufis believe that : “Since God wished 
to see His Glory manifested i.e. see himself outside his 
ownself, he created the world of existence. And He 
looked at himself in it as if in a mirror. Man is a perfect 
figure appearing in this mirror. This figure has taken 
the name of human being. Although it has beencreated, 
since it is the figure of existence reflected by God, it 
carries all His characteristics except self-existence.” 
We can see that even amongst sufis who believed in 
unity of existence the difficulty of separating God from 
the universe arises. They consider the concept of God 
and universe unworthy of His Divinity. However, if we 
consider the universe as separate from the knowledge of 
God, since the knowledge of God is not divided from 
the essence of God, the creator and created and the 
cause and effect i.e. God and creation become connect- 
ed and one. 

In the struggle to study the existence of God some 
philosophers have separated God from matter, and 
others, because of materialistic tendencies have denied 
oe existence of God altogether. Descartes believes 
that: 

“Everything including our ideas have a cause. We 
have an idea of God. Nothing less than God is adequate 
to be the cause of our idea of God. Therefore God 
exists’’. 

He says: 

“By the name God I understand a substance that is 
infinite, independent, all-knowing, all-powerful, and 
by which I myself and everything else, if anything else 
exists, have been created”’. 

On the other hand by introducing the Cartesian 
compromise to reconcile science and religion he reaches 
the point where he states: 

“Mind and body are completely different kinds of 
things and they are independently existing substances”. 
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We see that the ambiguity in explaining the nature of 
God remains. How the God he considers as All-knowing 
and All-powerful can be explained in relation to the 
divided mind and body? 

Hobbes believes that the only perfect reality lies in the 
“Body Determinate”’ and that the concept of reality - as 
- a- whole, became simply the concept of all bodies that 
are; and matter is the ultimate reality. 

We notice that, on the one hand, Descartes by sepa- 
rating matter and mind not only did not reconcile 
science and religion (which are basically one) but by 
introducing the concept of “dualistic metaphysics” 
created many ambiguities obvious in the works of the 
Rationalists. 

If we conceive God as mere mind or spirit, beyond 
the perceptible, tangible, material world, we have 
limited Him because we have considered a physical 
world seperate from Him. On the other hand, if we 
conceive the world as merely a universe of matter, even 
though we may believe in its infinity, since we have 
deprived it of energy, love, and acting power we have 
Once again put limitations on it. Separating the worlds 
of matter and spirit implies the need for two indepen- 
dent, separate locations for these two worlds. This in 
itself puts a limitation on each of them. 

In addition, philosophers and scientists in studying 
the concept of progress within perfection are compelled 
to divide the existence into self-existence and related — 
existence i.e. they have considered the essence as perfect 
with no need for progress and exaltation, and the beings 
as capable of progressing but separate from Him. 

The New Philosophy believes that the Universe is 
perfect because it is perpetually undergoing change and 
transformation. There is no end to these transformations. 
God is not imperfect — the energy which has put the 
universe into motion has perfect knowledge and power. 
The changes and therefore the continuous motion of 
matter and energy are not separate from God. The uni- 
verse is within itself and whatever change takes place is 
part of it. In this universe which is in totality and over- 
all perfect, the constituents, following a unique scienti- 
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fic pattern, accomplish specific tasks in the course of 
which they continuously change and transform. The 
beings are perfect at their own level but they also follow 
the pattern towards perfection. A wheat grain has to 
be perfect in order to be able to germinate, grow, and 
then become fertile. The ripening and flowering of the 
seed testifies its perfection. The human egg cannot 
grow in the womb to become a fetus and then to be 
born unless it is perfect. This growth and birth testify 
perfection. However all these beings, although perfect 
in themselves will transform after a certain period of 
time. The wheat is made into flour and then bread. 
The human being grows old and so called dies. It is 
clear that the course of progress and development 
continues. 

In proving the existence of God some philosophers 
such as Kant have referred to the issue of ““SSummum 
Bonum.”’ But he first rejects the physico-theological, 
cosmological and ontological methods, and _ believes 
that he has put forward a practical method of proving 
the existence of God. For instance he states that: 


“The possibility of the summum bonum, viz happi- 
ness proportioned to that morality must lead to the 
supposition of the existence of a cause adequate to this 
effect, in other words, it must postulate the existence of 
God as the necessary condition of the possibility of 
summum bonum”’, 

It must be noted that the existence of God is a clear, 
tangible, perceptible fact which not only can be proved 
with scientific reasoning but also can be visually demons- 
trated. This existance is a definite reality. It is not a 
theory or a hypothesis to be merely postulated. 

If the issue of summum bonum forms the basis of the 
proof of God’s existence, we have in fact introduced a 
new subject which itself needs explanation. The port- 
rayal of an Absolute God is itself dependent on various 
degrees and levels of good and maybe bad which are 
themselves space and time dependent. We therefore 
with this argument conceive God as variable and limit- 
ed to space and time, In addition, we have appraised 
God according to what the human mind considers as 
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goodness and pleasure etc. The ambiguity in under- 
standing the existence of God reaches a stage where 
Hume totally rejects the reasons for His existence and 
says: 


“The deity is known to us only by his productions, 
and is a single being in the universe, not comprehended 
under any species or genus, from which experienced 
attributes or qualities, we can, by analogy, infer any 
attribute or quality in him. As the universe shows 
wisdom and goodness, we infer wisdom and good- 
ness .... But further attributes or further degrees of 
the same attributes, we can never be authorised to infer 
or suppose, by any rules of just reasoning.” 

On the surface, this argument appears to be philoso- 
phically convincing. However, the New Philosophy 
states that: God is infinite, immanent, all-embracing, 
and unique because if a simile is considered for him, 
this means duality. We have to bear in mind that each 
particle in the universe, however minute, has all the 
characteristics of God, each particle carries these charac- 
teristics according to its capacity and mechanism. God 
is not an energy separate from matter. Energy without 
matter and matter without energy are meaningless. 
Matter and energy are both one. However, because of 
our physical mechanism and the inculcation we have 
been exposed to throughout the ages, we have come to 
believe that they are two separate entities. Even the 
minutest particles have wisdom, power, love and know- 
ledge. Thus the infinite universe has infinite power, 
infinite wisdom, and infinite love. 

We can therefore see how easy and simple it is to 
understand and prove the existence of God. The New 
Philosophy points out that God could be easily com- 
prehended. Knowing God is not only possible by way 
of thinking, concentrating and logic but also by empi- 
trical measures and simple sensory means. 

If we observe our environment we notice in each 
particle an uproar of motion, love, science and power. 
Since each particle has the characteristics of the whole 
it is possible to understand the nature of God by ana- 
logy. This concept has been put forward for the first 
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time to human thought and today’s philosophy by the 
New Universal Union. It is hoped that the true seekers 
of reality will rejoyce on the simplicity and beauty of 
this awareness. 

The awareness about the unity of the universe and 
elements opens an infinite number of ways for under- 
standing the Infinite Wisdom. If we wish to understand 
God, whatever we observe will be a path towards know- 
ing Him. Stars, planets, galaxies and parts of the universe 
that man has explored by means of various astronomical 
instruments and radiotelescopes, and those phenomena 
that man has not yet been able to discover all possess 
their own regular organisations. However these are 
controlled, directed and mobilised by a unique power 
which is interlaced with them. Their motions are 
regulated according to precise scientific laws of unity. 

What is the cause and the stimulus of such a fantastic 
uproar in the infinite universe? 

The motivator is the very power and energy arising 
from science. The infinite science is the very essence of 
existence i.e. from the divine energy which has always 
been and will always be. The universe is not created 
from non-existence because non-existence is basically 
meaningless. All is existence. Everything is created 
from ingredients which have always been but have 
undergone change and transformation. In addition, this 
energy is the result of unity and interconnection; it is 
therefore obvious that the divine energy is not separate 
from the universe and the idea of an origin for it is not 
correct but has come about because of the limited 
human knowledge. 

Now that the scientific progress together with the 
teachings of the new philosophy and readiness of mental 
mechanisms have created a ripe moment for achieving 
greater and more extended awareness of the universe, it 
is worthwhile pursuing this path enthusiastically to 
higher levels of knowledge. 

The reviews of the ideas of the thoughtful about God 
shows that at times views have been formed to question 
the existence of God or to reject it completely. The 
reasons stated by the New Philosophy in this article 
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make it clear that in effect the denial of divinity does 
not negate the energy of the Infinite Wisdom. In fact 
the scholars who could not find any convincing argu- 
ments about the nature of God, rejected these unsatis- 
factory ideas. This means that they have in reality 
objected to the ideas and views about God and not the 
actual existence of God. 


A closer look at the dialectic of thise groups of 
philosophers indicates that once again, issues of duality, 
finitness, individualistic and purely materialistic ap- 
proaches have led to the above mentioned conclusion. 
Sartre says: “If God is a being-in-itself-for-itself, the 
idea is contradictory because an in-itself-for-itself that is 
for-itself is divided. .... . 


_....I1f God is a being beyond consciousness still the 
totality can appear to him only as object”’. 


We can see that the rejected God, is the God who 
appears as a limited and separate phenomenon from the 
world. 


In conclusion, the New Philosophy states that all 
beings and in fact the entire universe are all one. That 
‘being’? who is thought to have a place above all or is 
placed outside the universe is but this very universe, 
because “up’’, ““down’’, “‘above’’, “below” etc do not 
exist. The fundamental problem is on this very issue of 
division and separation which has appeared in the 
eastern and western philosophies under the terms ‘image 
and object’, or ‘manifestation of the Glorious in the 
mirror’, ‘Mind and Body’. ‘Ideas and Forms’, creating 
much ambiguity. In all these cases, they consider 
images as separate from the object, Ideas as divided from 
Forms etc. This implies that a place outside this universe 
must be taken as the subject such that God would mani- 
fest in it from outside. But the New Philosophy sheds 
light on this issue. It points out that the Infinite Wis- 
dom may be found and understood anywhere and denial 
of His existence has no basis. Whoever believes in power 
wisdom, love, and knowledge in every particle following 
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the principle of unity® in the infinite universe has 
accepted the existence of God. 


b — Religion 
Dualism 


Throughout the ages man has witnessed the magnifi- 
cent forces of the universe and their different specific 
manifestations. This is why in the past he has imagined 
that all the manifestations and the forces which create 
different phenomena act independently, each having 
a separate source of its own. As a result idols and myths 
became the symbols of divinity, and specific powers and 
tasks were designated to each of them. The fact that 
the sum of all these forces is one energy and force thus 
remained unknown to him. 

Gradually, in the course of history the intellectuals 
and the thoughtful realised that the existence of various 
deities and the issue of polytheism caused much mental 
and sociological distortions and disturbances. They 
came to the conclusion that in the same way that only 
one and no more than one person is needed to lead any 
established organisation, the universe also cannot have 
more than one administrator. Since they could see that 
all the different activities and phenomena which appear- 
ed to be separate in reality were in connection and were 
but one, they inevitably had to admit to the existence 
of one source administering one universe. Hence in 
their view the issue of many sources and many origins 
became meaningless and changed to one origin. 

Nevertheless, despite all the above reasoning their 
major problem remained unresolved because every 
action was judged by the measures of good and bad. 
Therefore on the one hand they needed to exempt the 
universal God of all evil and on the other hand they 
could not deny the existence of evil in the universe. 
They were thus compelled to think they should consider

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two forces of ‘good’ and ‘evil’. The birth of the concept 
of good and evil strengthened the foundation of dualism. 
Later on different monotheistic religions challenged 
this idea. But the prophets themselves were faced with 
the question of the root and source of evil. 

On the one hand they believed duality to be poly- 
theistic and thus against the divine laws, and on the 
other hand people could observe such actions as murder, 
theft, inhumanity, prostitution, accusation, abuse and 
cruelty taking place in the world. They therefore 
could not deny the existence of wrong doing and 
wickedness. 

They found it impossible to attribute all the actions 
in the universe to anything or anyone but the powerful 
God. From another angle however, they could not 
accept that the loving God could be cruel and wicked. 
From yet another side they could not understand why 
there should be any evil, cruelty and destruction at all. 
They wondered why it was not possible for this God 
who was the source of all goodness and fairness to build 
a world free of all enmity, misery and corruption. 

How is it possible for the almighty, powerful God 
who is the all prevading force and creator of the uni- 
verse to be incapable of eliminating the evil. Is he not 
omnipotent, immanent and omniscient? 

If the awareness of God about the universe is part of 
the evident teachings of man why does He turn a blind 
eye on all cruelty and evil? If the answer is that God 
Observes all this but awaits the day of judgement for 
their punishment, it is irrational to assume that an 
influential, capable power who wishes to control and 
administer the universe with regularity and harmony 
would allow so much destruction to take place with the 
hope of later punishing or possibly forgiving those 
responsible. 

If you were an able director of a factory, who with 
enthusiasm, interest, awareness and knowledge had the 
specific objective to produce goods for the benefit of 
the consumer, would you ever allow some of the factory 
workers to stop production, damage the factory, harm 
the workforce and destroy the machines whilst you 
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remained silent and waited for the factory to be totally 
destroyed and your real objective impeded before you 
dealt with the disruptive workers? Would logic find this 
acceptable? 

So what is the real answer? Who is responsble for all 
the cruelty, wrongdoing and evil? In reply the thought- 
ful leaders introduced the concept of the Devil to solve 
the problem. However, is this not the same as dualism 
but with a different terminology, i.e. God and Devil? 

Maurice Maeterlinck says, because the existence of 
man is the result of God’s action; if we have undesirable 
attributes such as anger, insanity, envy, grudge, etc, He 
who is our creator inevitably must have these attributes 
since He is the cause and we are the effect. When some- 
one does not have something, he cannot give it away. 
Omar Khayam says: 

‘“T! drink wine and whoever is in the same league as 
me will understand me 
The Infinite Wisdom knew my drunkenness since 
eternity 
Thus if I do not drink, His knowledge will be a nonsense.” 
He therefore implies that whatever one does is already 
known to and designed by God. 

Thus the thoughtful leaders themselves realised that 
what they were saying was in reality the same duality 
but under a different name. If two independent and 
opposing forces are considered, how can it be claimed 
that God is one and unique? If the answer is that the 
Devil is independent and he himself is causing all the 
mischief, the overall dominance and immanence of God 
will be denied altogether. 

In order to find a solution, they eventually put for- 
ward that Satan or Devil is not an independent being 
but a creature of God and is certainly His subordinate. 
God has in fact created him, therefore God of the uni- 
verse is one and unique. 

But what kind of creature is this Devil who does not 
obey the powerful, able Creator and does not carry out 
His orders? If the Devil is the executor of God’s com- 
mands, evil is therefore ordered by God for the Devil to 
enforce. Inthis case what becomes of the fact that 
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God is all benevolent, never doing any wrong? 

Why has God created a being who is all wickedness? 
For what purpose has He created the Devil? What is 
the reason and logic for it? 

In reply to this criticism the issue is explained in that 
the Devil has been created by God but has not been 
wicked from the beginning. He has been one of the 
angels and favourites of God, created like all the other 
angels. However, later he disobeyed God and asked His 
permission to mislead the human beings. 

But the issue of the Devil’s responsibility led to a 
situation where all the so called bad deeds would take 
place but they would all be attributed to and blamed on 
the Devil. The logic was: How could reason accept 
that man is responsible for his wrong doings whilst it 
is the Devil who has done the act? If someone takes 
your hand and slaps someone else with it who has in 
reality been responsible? It was on the basis of this 
fact and following this line of thinking that people 
categorically believed in the Devil’s responsibility and 
that all the wrong they commited was his fault. They 
therefore deprived the poor Devil of the Divine Grace 
and forever exiled him away from His Kingdom. In 
addition, although they thought of God almighty as 
being kind, merciful and forgiving, they completely 
deprived the Devil from receiving the Divine Kindness 
and affection and made his sin to appear so great that 
the forgiving, kind God would not in any way pardon 
him. Atthe same time they portrayed the Devil as a 
stubborn and strong being in comparison to powerful, 
unique God. Thus, God instead of punishing him for his 
insubordination, has given him total freedom until the 
day of Judgement to do whatever wrong he wishes, and 
to mislead any of His subjects. 

The thoughtful leaders in order to make people feel 
responsible for their deeds claimed that although 
wickedness was initiated by the Devil there was another 
rule saying that every time the Devil wanted to get 
close to them, they should seek refuge in God because 
the Devil would run away by hearing His name. 

In this way the responsibility to some extent fell on 
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the individual because paying attention to God worked 
as inculcation which to some degree prevented people 
from wrongdoing. But we see that despite all these 
efforts the issues of good and bad, God and Devil, have 
not been resolved and the ambiguities still exist. But 
what is the truth? 

The truth is that in the organisation of the infinite 
universe every force is designated to a task. There is 
an infinite number of forces in this infinite universe 
which are carrying out their responsibilities. It is 
possible that whilst they are fulfiling their roles, they 
create certain reactions which may appear as an appa- 
rent and relative evil to some groups of beings. But this 
action is related to and in line with energies that funct- 
ion according to their own given tasks. These forces 
work in a continuous chain of actions and reactions in 
the universe. A thoughtful observer who has payed 
attention to this process, according to his knowledge 
and judgement has been compelled to assume a power 
different to that of God, for example, the Devil. This 
is the reason for believing in gods of good and bad. 
Some examples will clarify the issue: 

In the spring time, thunderstorms which cause clima- 
tic variations and the ionisation of particles of the 
atmosphere which in turn affect the birth and blossom 
of some of nature’s manifestations, may also result in 
the death (transformation) of certain beings. Or, the 
winter snow which protects and enhances the yield of 
wheat seems highly undesirable to some people. Simi- 
larly are the consitution of the human body and the 
responsibility of the brain towards the body. Each part 
carries a certain function. Even though it appears that 
some are in conflict with each other, in reality this is 
not the case. It is for the purpose of establishing a neces- 
sary equilibrium that the apparently opposing forces 
regulate each other’s effects. For example the white 
blood cells are responsible to fight the invading germs. 
Under necessary conditions they release a certain 
substance®) which raises the body temperature resulting

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in a more rapid blood circulation, preparing themselves 
for defence. Some people however consider fever as 
undesirable and bad for the body. When the defensive 
forces in the body are unable to get rid of the harmful 
materials, for example germs, the solution is to seek 
medical help such as antibiotics so that the body regains 
its healthy balance. 

The society of man, the planet earth and the infinite 
universe are similar. Since unity pervades the universe, 
a universal design governs everything. In the human 
society when infections such as conflict, enmity and 
corruption increase to such an extent that the existing 
body of the society in its normal way becomes unable 
to repel them, it is necessary for the medicine of faith 
and unity to be prescribed. This medicine helps the 
society to regain its health, discipline and regularity. 
This is the benefit of God-recognition, faith and unity 
for the society. 

In conclusion, it is made clear in this brief article 
that all the concieved forces and sources of energy are 
in reality the manifestations of the power of one unique 
Infinite Wisdom throughout the universe. In this way 
the old and recent believers of polytheism, and the 
numerous followers of monotheism who are still not 
able to grasp many evident truths, are brought together, 
reconciled and unified. And hence with the shining 
light of the ‘‘New Philosophy” all darkness and un- 
known are eliminated. 
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Benefit of God Recognition 


What is the purpose of all the thinking which has ever 
taken place about God? We see that despite the ever 
increasing tendency of man nowadays towards material- 
istic aspects of life, and relative material comfort especi- 
ally in the developed industrial parts of the world, the 
nature of God is still a much debated topic in every 
society. 

From the very early times, understanding the nature 
of God has been the most complex issue in philosophy 
and theology. However, what are all the heated discuss- 
ions and debates about the nature of God for? 

Assuming that an individual to some extent believes 
in God or claims that in his opinion he does not, what 
effect would either of these alternatives have on his life? 
Every person lives through everyday life and accom- 
plishes a series of well established, specified tasks in 
family and society. But in any case, life goes on. 

Some may say that God recognition leads to belief in 
life after death (transformation) and thus spiritual 
exaltation. This is a point which has been raised in 
many different forms. However, the question regarding 
the importance and benefit of God recognition in every 
day material life remains. 

God recognition is a perpetual course and a conti- 
nuous transition which plays a firm role in the me- 
chanism of every particle. The understanding of Infinite 
Wisdom is accompanied with awareness about the enig- 
mas of creation and comprehension of the material and 
spiritual facets of all particles from the infinitesimally 
small to the infinitely large.

All the human energy and resources 
will be directed towards positive constructive ends, and 
peace and happiness will replace conflicts and enmities. 

When the unity of religion and science is well grasped, 
the unique essence will be understood. This means that 
the one who seeks to know God will realise that there is 
Only one essence in the universe which is the Infinite 
Wisdom whose substance, nature and matter are no 
different from his power, forces, figures, colours and 
forms. The apparent differences are due to the various 
manifestations, different points of view and termino- 
logies used.
